The lale William Goodloe, of 
Danville, was the lost of g fa¬ 
mous irio. 

In the spring or 1861 William 
Nelson, a native of Mason county 
and then a lieutenant (n the navy, 
wo.* selected by President Lin 
coin for tbe difficult task of pro¬ 
viding tbe Union men of Ken¬ 
tucky with arms for their own 
protection and Ute defense of the { 
Union cause. 

The first shipment into the 
State ws* made from Cincinnati 
to Maynrilte aod woe consigned 
to the late Hamilton Grey, an en¬ 
terprising and successful mer¬ 
chant, n staunch Union man and 
a true patriot. They were Und- 
ed from tbe boat at night, were 
received on the wharf by Mr. 
Gray and other gentlemen, and 
were at once conveyed to Mr 
Gray’s place of business, at Sec¬ 
ond aod Sutton streets. 

This was tbe first advent of 
what were afterward known as 
Ute ’ Lincoln guna." which prov¬ 
ed so potent in preventing Ken¬ 
tucky from being forced from 
her mooring*, as had been done 
in 01 her States 

A few days later Union men 
came from the interior for their 
respective quotas of there arms. 
8. S. Fry, Wellington Harlan 
and William Goodloe coming 
from Boyle county.
